County Judge H. P, Pumell Tueaday 
morning received from Qovemor Bid- 
win P. Morrow a letter appointing him 
to look after the coal situation in Ma- 
sttn county. This \i but one of 120 
such letters mailed by tho Governor to 
every county Judge in the state. 

At tho HHnio llni<^, ho has annouiicoil 
that a lliiiil of r,i) a ton on coal will 
be tho niar>;in liolwocn Ihc iiiiro of 
coal anil -frolKht on Kanic to the dealer, 
and what he may be permitted to 
charge the consumer. 

Governor Morrow also wrote Icttent 
to every coal association in Kentucky, 
calling attention to the regulntions 
which have been prescribed, and stat- 
ing that he Is calling on them to assist 
in the maintenance of such regulations 
and that any person of firm violating 
them will be prosecuated and punished 
to the full extent avaiable. 

In his letter, Governor Morrow asks 
each county Judgo to "function as 
guardian for your county," and to sec 
that "no one charges more than the 
fair price." lie call<4 attention to the 
fact that the rate now permitted Is 
%i.bO a ton ai tlio mines, und that only 
a reasonable murKln over thl» iimount 
may be colleciid. 

"In no event may tho diffon nco In 
more than .'ill a ton ox or ih" l osi at 
nilno-i and fri'l;;lil rliarj;,' to 111" iloal- 
or." the iliffiTi'iii o to covi'T all cosIh 
until tho coal lias lio 'ii i], li\ i i to 
tho consumer. 

Wherever tlioro Ik coiiiiilaint thai Ih, 
mine oporntor i haiTiiic more than 
♦4.60 at ton. elthor directly or throutsh 
employment of subterfiiRe. Governor 
Morrow aako the county Judge to as- 
certain the facts and to make a report 
to him to that effect, and the same as 
to tha retail dealers. 

In hla letter to the coal associations, 
he aaya that they must "pollcs your 
induatry and see that in no case is the 
f«lr*prtW"Wft80 "TTBirsrOt* "ttWoB 
exceeded." 

Tlie Govomor also haa written to 
the Chambers of Commerce and 
Boards of Trade throughout the state. 
In which they are asked to assist In 
obtaining facts and funiUhlng them to 
tho proper authorities, In cases where 
they find anyone profiteering In coal. 

With tho appolntnii'iit of tin' 12" 
county JudpoB oltlclally to tnko part 
In the coal distribution plan: with for- 
mal notice to tho cnal operators' asso- 
ciations (if Ihe iiart uhii li li" i xpi ots 
Ihoin to play In enforciTienl. and with 
a cUvin unilorstandint; civon to the re- 
tailers and Jobbers as to what ainouiu 
they will be permitted to charuo. tlio 
Governor now feels that the actual op- 
eration of his plan to control fuel sales 
in Kentucky may be said to be under 
way.

Decision wag reached Monday to 
hove them begin at tho penitentiary 
at Frankfort with a eurvey of all the 
prisoners, uking in order those who 
have been eonvleted Bkffe than onco. 
tboae who have Juat been sentenced to 
the Inatltution, and thoie who faiave be- 
come eligible for parole. 

Later almtlar aurveya will be made 
of the School of Reform at Greendalo 
and of fifteen selected Jails. Finally 
there will be an Investigation In ten 
typical counties with the particular 
object of discovering Ihe causes of ah- 
^entcolsm among school children and 
iho reasons for their failure to earn 
;.romotlon.

William Dall, plasterer, living on 
I'leaFant street, Hromlcy, was sum- 
nioncd to tho door Sunday shortly 
lifter l.o had I'iiiished his supper, A 
youth, aiiiiaioiitly about 18 years old, 
Ihe same ase as Lleberinau, stood on 
the front porch. 

'I am very hungry, mister," be said, 
"and I have no money. I wonder If 
you would give me aomething to eatT". 

"Sure," Dall replied, "come right 
In." 

No sooner had the boy entered than 
Dall, who lived near Batavla until two 
years ago and who knew the Lleber- 
inan famHy, reoognlied hla guest aa 
Oua Lleberman. Knowing that Lleber- 
inan waa wanted for murder, he laid 
nothing about It until Lleberman aat 
iiow n to the table. Dall then left the 
II iibe by the back door and went to a 
'siatirant in the same block owned by 

Harry Traylor. 

He asked Traylor to notify tho t;ov-

Governor Henry Allen of Kansas in their argument ov^r the right of 
the Kansas industrial court to force eitizens to remove plaoarda atat- 

ing their position in regard to a strike, .seems to have appeared in an 
editorial in the Emporia, Kansas, Gazette, of which -Mr. White is 
■editor. This editorial, addressed "To an .^Vnxious Friend," ie de- 
scribed by the New York World as "a model of k^idly and devasta- 
ting criticism" and the Literary Digest in its recent issue repHnts the 
tditidial ill full with the additional comment of the World that it 
deserves a place among historic public dociiments. 
3Ir. White's editorial follows: 

"Ton tell me that the law is above f re|B4om of utemnce. And 1 
reply that you can have no wise laws nor free enforcement of wise 
laws unless there is free expression of the wisdom of the people — and, 
alas, their folly with it. Ti\f\ ^mere is free^ip, wp die of its 
own poison, and the wisdom will survive. That is the history of the 
race. It is the proof of man's kinship with God. You say that free- 
dom of utterance is not for times of stress, and I reply with the sad 
truth that only in time of stress is freedoQi of uteranee in danger. 
No one questions it in calm days, because it is not needed. And the 
reverse is true also ; only when free utterance is suppressed is it 
needed, and when it is needed, it is most vital to justice. Peace is 
good. But if.you are interested in peace through fotse and without 
free discussion, that is to say, free utterance decently and in onler — 
your interest hi justice is slight. And peace without justice is tyi- 
anny, no matter how you may sugar-coat it with expediency. This 
state today is in more danger from suppreaaion than from violence, 
because in the end, suppression leads to violence. Violence, indeed, 
ia the child of suppression. Whoever pleads for justice helps to keep 
the poaco; and wiioevcr tramples upon the plea for justice, temper- 
ately made in the name of j>eace, only outrages peace and kills some- 
thing fine in the heart of iD^ vi^iPflt 9t()Si^f^ ll^v^ wJ)«n we got our 
manhood. Whan tbat .is li^jiA kt^ ktidi «e.M«]i' jida of 
tha line. 

"So. dear friend, put fear out of your heart. This nation will 
■urvive, this state will prosper, the order]|y business of life will go 
forward if only men can speak in whatever way given them to utter 
what their hearts hold— by voice, by posted card, by letter or by 
press, lieasou never has failed i^teu.
